leader it i^ai^ aed aiqiedSeat that Mie 
matter ehonld ha referred to tha faioader 
authority and dlaoretion of congreee, with 
a full explanation of the endeavor thus far 
made to deal with tha emfagta^ and a 
cUtement of tha ooneideratkaa which 
have governed my aotioii. 

ItuppoMtbat light and Juttoe ehould 
determine the path to be ftdlowed In treat- 
ing this subject If national honesty is to 
be disregarded and a desire for territorial 
extension, or dlsaatisfaotion with a form of 
government not our own is to regulate our 
conduct, I have entirely misapprehended 
the mission and character of our govern- 
ment and the behavior which the oon- 
Bcieiice of our people demand* <tf their pub- 
lic sprvants.

A Treaty Providing For thn Annrxatlon 

of the Hawaiian islands to the territory of 
the United States. Surely undur our con- 
stitution and laws the enlargement of our 
limits Is a manifestation of the highest 
attribute of sovereignty and if entured 
^in as an executive act, all things r»- 
Aing to the transactions should be elear 
and free from suq>ioion. 

Additional importance is attached to this 
peculiar treaty of annexation, because it 
contemplated a departure from unbroken 
American tradition in providing for the 
addition to our territory of islands of the 
eea more than 8,000 miles removed from 
otir nearest coast. 

•pheee considerations might not of them- 
m1y« call for interference with the com- 
pletion of a treaty entered upon by a pre- 
vious odmialBtration. But it appeared 
Ikom the documents accompanying; the 
treaty when submitted to the senate that 
the owaeifhip of Hawaii was tendered to 
OS by a' provisional government set up to 
Bucceed the constitutional ruler of fhc Isl- 
ands, who had been dethroned, and It did 
not appear that such provisional govern- 
ment had tha eanotion either popular 
mdntlon or Bulfrage. 

Two Other Remarkable features 
of the transact i i )i i na 1 1 1 ral ly at trac twl a 1 1 en- 
tion. One was tlie extraordinary lia;itc not 
tosay precipitatancy •fliarai li'ri/.inx ali the 
triinsartioiis couiu'i'tcil with the treaty. It 
appeared that a soivilled coiiiiniltw of 
safrty, oisteliHiljly tiie snurce of the revolt 
against the eonstitutional government of 
Hawaii, was ornanized on Katuniiiy, Jan. 
14; that on Monday, the lOth, tlie I'nited 
States forces were landed at Honolulu 
from a naval vessel lying in itn harbor, 
that on the 17th the scheme of a provitiion 
al governn»ent_was perfected, and a procla 
mation naming it.s ofllcerH was on the same 
da^ prepared and reiul at the govern 
meot buildings, that immediat<-l} 
thereupon the United States tnin 
tftter recognbted the provinionai govern- 
ment thus created; that two days after- 
ward, Jan. 19, commissioners representing 
such government sailed for tliis country in 
a steamer especially chartered for the oc- 
casion, arriving in San Francisco Jan. S8 
and in Washington . Feb. 8, that next day 
they had their first interview with the sec- 
retary of state and another on the lUb, 
when the treaty annexing the islands was 
practically agreed upon, and that on the 
14th it was formally concluded, and on the 
16th, transmitted to the seniite. Thus be- 
tween the initiation of the scheme fur a 
provisional government in Hawaii op the 
udl of January and the submission to the 
Bsnateof the treaty' of annexation, con- 
olttded with such government, the entire 
interval was B2 days, 19 of whiob were 
spent by the Hawaiian commisrinnani in 
their Joumoy to Washington. 

In the next place, upon the face of the 
paper submitted with the trea^, it dearly 
appeared that there was an open and un 
determined issue of fMt 

Of the Most ▼Itol Imper ta aee. 
The message of the president oocom- 
panying the treaty declared that "the 
overthrow of the monarchy was not in any 
way promoted by this government," and 
in a letf«r te the president from the secre- 
tary of state, also submitted to the senate 
with the treaty, the following passage oc 
curs: "At the time the provisional gov- 
ernment took possession of the govern- 
ment buildingH, no troops or offloers of the 
United States were |)reH< iit or took any 
part whatever in the prtx eediugs. No pub- 
Uo rec^ognition was accorded to tlie pro- 
visional government by the United States 
minister until after the queen's abdica- 
oatlon, and when they were in.effsetive 
OMMMioo «< the gvctDMMBt hnildlBgi tha 
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But a pr a te W alio aooompaaied said 
treaty rigMd by the queen and her minis 
tenatlnattoaaihaaadeway forthe pro-

The truth or falsity of this protest was 
(urely of the flrst importance. If true, 
nothing but the concealment of its truth 
conld induce our government to negotiate 
with tln' semblance (if a government thus 
created, nor could a treaty resulting from 
the acts stated in the protest have l)een 
knowingly deemed worthy of considera- 
tion by the senate. Yet the truth or fals 
ityafthe proteet had not been investi- 
gated. 

I conceived it to l)e my duty therefore to 
witlidraw the treaty from the senate for 
examination, and meanwhile to cau.te an 
accurate, full and impartial investigation 
to be made of the facts attending the sub- 
version of the constitutional government 
of Hawaii, and the installment in Its place 
of the provisional government selected for 
the work of inveragMtea. 

Hen. immm M. Btoaat of O ee rg lo, 
whose servloeo< 18 years, as a member of 
the house of lapresaatativea, and whose 
experience as chairman of the 4ommittee 
of foreign affairs in that body and his con 
sequent familiarity with international 
loptoe iQined with Ua hl^ ohataeter and 
honorable repatation, eeemed to render 
him peenUarly fitted for the dnttee en 
trofted to Ua^ Hfai report detailing bis 
aettoQ under the Instnuitloas given to him 
and the ooudaaious derived from his in 
vestigatkm accompany this message. 

These oonclnsions do not rest for their 
acoeptanoe entirely upon Mr. Blount's hon- 
esty and ability as a man, nor upon hts 
acumen and impartiality as an investl 
gator. They are accompanied by theevl 
dence upon which they ore based, which 
evidence is also herewith transmitted, and 
from which, it seems to me, no other de- 
ducations could poeslbly be reached than 
those arrived at by the commissioner 

The reporta vrtth its accompanying 
proofs and snoh other evidence as Is now 
before tha congress, is herewith 8ubniitt«d, 
Justifies, in my opinion, the statement that 
when the president was led to submit the 
treaty to the senate with the declaration 
that "the overthrow of the ntonorchy was 
not in any way promoted by this govern 
ment," and wheu the nenate was induced 
to receive and discuas it on that basis both 
presideiit an»^ senate were misled. 

The attempt will not la) ma<le in this 
communication to touch upon a'll the fact« 
which throws llglit upon t)ie progress and 
oonsumination of thi.n scheme of aiuiexa- 
tion. A very brief and iniperfwt n-fervnce 
to the facts and evidence at hand will ex 
hibit its chanicter and the inoidents in 
which it had its birth. 

Minister Stevena Censured. 

It Is unneceasary to set forth the reasons, 
which in January, 1893, led a considerable 
portion of American and other foreign 
merchants and traders residing at Hono- 
lulu to favor the annexation of Hawaii to 
the United 8tat<-H. It is sttfSdeot to note 
the fat* and to ol>servc that the prf)Ject 
was one which was sealously promote<l by 
the minister representing the Unite<l 
States, in that country. He evidently hod 
ah ardent desire that it should become a 
factacjompllsbed by his agency and dur- 
ing his iiihiistry, and was not incon- 
veniently scrupulous 1^ to the means em 
ployed to that end. 

On Nov. 10, 1893, nearly two months be- 
fore the first overt act tending towards the 
subversion of the Hawaiian government 
and tiie attempted transfer of Hawaiian 
territory to the United States, headdzessed 
a long letter to the aeoretary of state, lu 
which the case for annexation was elab- 
orately argued, on moral, political and 
economical greibida. He refers to the loss 
to the Hawaiian sugar interesta from the 
operation of the MeKinley bil], and the 
tendency to still further depreciation of 
sugar property unless some piositive meas- 
ui-e of relief is granted. He strongly in- 
veighs against the existing Hawaiian gov- 
ernment and emphattcally deolaree for 
annexation. 

To a minister o( this temper, full of seal 
for annexation, there see m e d te arise in 
January, 1808, the preotse opportunity for 
which be was watchfully waiting, on op- 
porttmity which by timely "deviation from 
established Intjsmatlonal rulee and pre- 
cedenta," might be improved to successfully 
accomplish the great object in view; and 
we are quite prepared for the exultant en- 
thusiasm with which in a letter to the state 
department .dated Feb. 1, 18B6, he declares: 
"The Hawaiian pear ia now folly ripe 
and this is the golden hour for the United 
Sut«8 to pluck it" 

As a furtJit<r illustration of the activity 
of this diplonvatic representative, attention 
is called to the fact that on the day the 
above letter was written, apparently un- 
able longer to restrain hli ardor, he issued 
a proclamation whereby "in the name of 
the United Sta^" he assumed the prot«H.-- 
tion of the Hawaiian Islands and declared 
that said action was taken pending and 
subject to negotiations at Washington. 

Of course this assumption of a protect- 
orate was promptly disavowed by our gov- 
ernment, l(u» the American Hag remained 
over the government building at Honolulu 
and the forces remained on giianl until 
April and afi^-r Mr. IJlount'n arrival on 
the .Kceiie, when lK)tli were reniove<l. 

A hriff statement of the occurreiicefi that 
led to the Mubversioti of the constit iitiotial 
governnient of lliiwuii in t he iiiteresl.s of 
annex.it ion to the United Slated will ex- 
hibit the true complexion of that transac- 
tion. 

On Satiuday, .Ian. 14, IMKi, the (lueen of 
Hawaii, who hud been contemplating the 
proclamation of a new constitution, had, 
in deference to the wishra and reiuon- 
Btranceii of lier c.ibinet, n'liounced the pro- 
ject for the piesent, at least. Takiug thin 
relinqiiishe<i piirpoae ita a ba^is of action, 
citizens oT Honolulu uumlwring from .Vi to 
100, mostly p^ident aliens, met in a pri- 
vate oOee and aeleoted.a — oalled 
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mittee of safety, composed of i;! persmiH 
seven of whonv were foreign suhjeits, 
and consist of five Americans, one Knglish 
man and one (iermaii. This committ«.<', 
thi>iiKii it>4 devi^^iis wen> not ri'Vcaled, has 
In view not li-'ig less than annexation to 
the United States, and l)etwe<'n Saturday 
tlie 14lh, and the following Monday, .f.m 
16 — though pxa<tly what action was t.ikcn 
may not be lesrly disclosed — they wi'ie 
certainly in conMimnlcation with thi' 
Unite<l States minister. On Monday 
morning the (|ueeii and het cabinet made 
public a prtx lamation, with a notic« which 
waa especially served upon the representa- 
tives of all foreign goveriimcnte, that any 
cliHiiges ill 1 he I'oiisi it iiiiun would be eought 
only ill the metluMls provided by that Instru 
iiieiit. Nevertheless, at the call and under 
the auspices of the committee of safety, a 
massmeeting of citizens was held on that 
day to protest against the (lueen's alleged 
illegal and unlawful prooH'dings and i)iu 
jRises. Kven at this meeting the commit te 
of wifety continues to disguise their real 
purposes and contented them.selvcs with 
procuring the passage of a resolution di 
nouncing the queen and empowering tli 
committee to devise ways and means "t 
secure the permanent mniutcnance of law 
and order and the protection of life, lil> 
erty and property In Hawaii." 

This meeting adjourned between 3 and 4 
o'cl(x;k in the afternoon. On the same 
day, and iininediately after such adjourn 
ment, the committee, unwilling to takt- 
further «t<'ps without the co operation f if 
the United States minister, a<ldressed a 
note representing that the public safety 
was menaced and that lives ami property 
were in danger, and concluded as follows 
"We are unable to protect ourselvee with-; 
out aid and therefore pray for the protec- 
tion of the United States forces." 

Whatever may be thought of the other 
contents of this note, the absolute 
truth of tills latter statement Is in in- 
contestable. When the note was written 
«nd deliveted the committee, so far as it ap 
peara, had neither a man nor a gun at 
their eommand, and after Ite delivery they 
iH'came so panic-stricken at their position 
that they sent some of their number to In- 
terview the minister and request him not 
te land United States forces untill the next 
morning, but he replied that the troops 
bad been ordered and whether the com- 

attee was ready or not the landing should 
ce place. And so it happened that on 
Jan. 10, 1898, between 4 and 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon, a detaobment of marinee from 
tlie United Statoa steamer Boston with 
two pieces of artillery, landed at Honolulu. 
The men, upwarde of 100 in all, were sup 
plied with double cartridge belte, filled 
with ammunition and with haversaoks and 
cadleens and were aoeompanled by a hoe- 
pitd oorpe with stietehers and medical 
supplica. The demonatration upon the 
soU eC Honolulu waa of itaelf an 
act of war, unleea made either with 
the cooaent (A tiie government of 
Hawaii or for the bona fide purpoee 
of protecting the Imperiled livee and prop 
erty of citlaens of the United Statea, but 
tlrare is no pretense of such consent on the 
port of the government of the queen 
whioh was at that time undisputed and 
woe both defaoto and the de jure govern- 
ment. In point of fact the existing 
government instead of requesting the 
presence of on armed foroe proteeted 
against it. There ia as little basis for 
the pretenaea that aueh forces were 
landed for the aeonrlty of American life 
and property. If so, they would have been 
stari6ued in the vicinity of sucli ]>roperty 
and so aa to protect it, instead of at a dis- 
tanc(% and so as tocoinmaii<l tiie ilawaiiun 
government building and palace. Admiral 
Skerrltt, tho ofRcer \\\ coiiimttud of uur 
naval force on the Pa<:i(lc station, has 
frankly stated that, ia his opin- 
ion, the location of troops w.'ts inadvisii- 
ble if they were landed for the 
protection of American citizens whose 
resiileiici-s uikI place of liusiueHS, as well a« 
t In- lci;al ioii and consulate were in a (lis 
t.iiit part of thccily, but the location se- 
lect*'d w;is ;i wi-ie one, if the forces were 
lande<l for the piirpo.se of su|ipiirl iiij; I he 
pruvi.si(prial goverimieiil. If any pi l il lo 
life and property, calling for any sin ii 
martial array h;ul t^\i>ted, (inat 
Britain and other forei^'ii powers 
inten'stod would not have iM cti iH-hiiid the 
Unlte<l States in activity to prot< ct i lii'ir 
citizens. Hut they made no sign in th.'l 
direi.'tion. When these armed men were 
lajide<l the city of Honolulu was in its cus- 
tomary orderly and peacrfiil condi- 
tion. There was no syinptoiu of riot 
or disturbance in any ijiiarter .Men, women 
and chililren were about the '•trc' '-' ■.>.:' 
usual, and nothing varied the onli- 
nary routirio or distiirb«.<l the ordi 
nary traiuiullity except the land 
ing til the Moston's murines and their 
march through the town to the ijuarlers 
assigiieil Ui them, indeed the fact that 
after having called for the landing of 
the I'nited States forces on tho plea 
of danger to life and property, tlie 
comndtteo of safety thems«'lves request 
ed th-i minister to postpone action, expos; d 
the untruthfulness of thehr representations 
of present peril to life and property. The 
peril they saw was an anticipation growing 
out of the guilty intentions on their part 
and sometimee which, though not then 
existing, they knew woiilil certainly follow 
their at tempt to oveiihrow the govern- 
ment of the queen without the aid of the 
United States fui-ces. 

Thus it* appears that Hawaii was taken 
possession at by the United Statea foi-ces 
without the consent or wish of the govern- 
ment uf the islands or anybody else, so far 
as shown, except the United States min- 
ister.

safety. Hetween 1 and 9 o'clock by squads 
and by dilTerent routes, to avoid notice, 
and having flrst token the prebautlon of 
ascertaining whether there woe anyone to 
oppose them, they proceed to the gofvem- 
ment building 

«e Fraetalm the Kew Oevemmeat. 
No sign of opposition was manifest, and 
thereupon an American citizen began to 
read the proclamation from the steps of 
the government building almost entirely 
without auditors. It is said th»t beftwe 
the reading waa finishrd quit^* a concourse 
of persons, variously estimat*^! at from .V) 
to 100, some armed an<l some nnarmed, 
gathered about the committee to give 
them aid and confidence. This statement 
is not imiK>rt«nt, since the one controlling 
factor in the whole affair was unquestion- 
at)ly the United States marines, who, 
drawn up under arms and artillery in 
readiness only 76 yards diataat, dominated 
the sit nation. 

The i)rovisioiial government thus pro- 
claniiefl, w.is l)y the terms of the pro<da- 
nialinii "to exist until terms of union with 
tlie l iiited States had been negofi.ited and 
agreed upon." The Uniteii ' Si;ites niiiiis- 
ter. [iiirsiiant to prior .agreement, recog 
rii/i'd this government within an bour 
after tlir rending of t he proclamation and 
beftire .") o'clock, in answer to an iiuiuiry 
on behalf of the fiueen and her cabinet, an- 
nounced t hat he had done sa 

Waa Not a OoTemaseal. 
When our minlater reoognhwd the pro- 
visional government the only basis upon 
which it rested was the fact that the com- 
mittee of public safety had in the manner 
above stated declared it to exist. It was 
neither a government defacto or de Jure. 
That it was not In such pusseasion of tJie 
government property and agencies as en- 
titled It to recognition Is obviously proved 
by a note found in the files of the legation 
at Honolulu, addreseed by the declared 
heiul of the provisional government to 
Minister Stevens, dated Jan. 17, 18(*;i. in 
wliii h he acicnowledges with expressions 
of appri ( iat ion the niiiiister'h ivcogiiit Ion of 
the iiiovi-.ii)nal goveriiient, ami states that 
it is noi yet in possession of Ilie station- 
house (the p've where a large number of 
the queen's tr»M)ps Were ()uarlere.I I. though 
the ■^aine had U-eii demanded nl the 
queen's utlicera in charge. Nevertheless, 
this

by our minister placed the government of 
the queen in a position of most ji. riloic, 
perplexity. On the one hand she li;id |m 
Bt^ssion of the palace, of the bariMi ks and 
of the piiliee statimi, .iiid hail ,it lu r cum 
uiand at least 5(K) fully armed men and 
several pie-Jes of iutiliery. iii 'eid, the 
whole mllit'iry force of her kingdom was 
on her ^id* and nt her di..[iii.s.il, while tho 
committee of safety, by ;ii tual wiir( h. had 
disidseiid that th»;!e wen- but. very few 
anils in Honolulu that wi-n- not in the 
servi(e of '.Im' government, lu this state uf 
tiling, if the (iiieen ci.iild h.i\c dealt with 
the insurgents almie, htr cuiise would 
have been plain and the result iiiiiais 
takable. Hut the Unite<l States had allied 
herself with her enemies, had reccigni/ed 
them as the, true government of Hawaii, 
and hod put her an*! her adherents in 
the position of opposition against lawful 
authority. She knewdlhat she could not 
withstanil the power of the United Sr.il ~. 
but she believed that she might safely 
trust to its justice Accordlugly, some 
hours after the recognition of the pro- 
visional government by the United Si aivs 
mini.stcr, the palace, the barracks and the 
(Kilice station, with all its military re- 
sources uf the country were delivered up 
by tho qne«.'!i upon the roprasonta 
tion made to her that her cause would 
thereafter bt reviewed at Washington and 
while protesting that she surrendered to 
the superior force of the United Slates, 
whose minister onler,5il United .states 
troops to lie landed at Honolulu and de- 
clared that he would support the pro- 
visional government and that she yielded 
her authority to prevent collision of arme<l 
forces and loss of life, and only tmtil sik ii 
time as the United States, upon the facts 
being presented to it, should undo the ac 
tion of ite representative and reinstate her 
lu the authority she claimed as the constitu- 
tional sovereign of the Hawaiian Island. 

This protest was delivered to the chief of 
the provisional government, who eiidoi-sed 
thereon hi.s acKnowledgement of its re- 
oeijit. The 'ernis of t he protest were read 
without dissent br thi>se assuming to con 
«<tiiiiii' the provisional government, who 
were certainly charged with the knowl- 
e<tgu that the queen, instead of finally 
abandoning her power, hadapiM>aled to the 
justice of the United States for reinstate 
merit ill her authority, and yet the pro- 
visional f^overnmeiit, with the un.inswereil 
protest HI its hand, hasteneil to ni'gotiate 
with the United .st.ites for the permanent 
baui.shment of the ((iieen from {tower and 
for a eale uf her kingdom. Our conntry 
was in danger of occupying the iiositlon of 
having actually set up a temporary gov- 
ernment on foreig[) soil for the purpose of 
nciiiiiriiig through th.it ;i'.;cncy territory 
which we had wrongfully put in our pi.s 
session. The I'ontrol of ho'h sides of a 
bargain, re<)Ulred in such a manner, is 
called by a familiar and uiipleasaut name 
when found in private transactions. 

I believe that a candid and thorough ex- 
amination of the facte will force the con 
victlou that the provisi<mal government 
owes ite existence to 

Aa Armed lavaslea 
by the T'niti d States fair minded people 
with the e\iili iiee before tliem will naruly 
claim I hat the Hawaiian f;overiiment was 
o\ eri h 11 ivvn by t he Oi'ople i it the islands or 
that t he provisional government has ever 
existed witli their co.-iseat. 1 do nut un- 
derstand th.it any meml>er of this govern- 
ment claims that the people would uphold 
It by their suit rages if they were allowed to 
vote on the question. 

While naturally svmpathir.ing with 
every effort to establisFi a republican form 
of gn\ ei iin lent . it is a set t led policy of the 
United StulcH to concede to the people of 
foreign oountries the same freedom and in- 
dependence in the management of their do- 
mestic affairs that we have always claimed 
for onrselves; and it has been our practice 
to reoogidise revolutionary gaMrnmento as 
soon as it liecame apparent that they were 
support e<l by tiie people. 

H> an act of war committed with the 

Eiicipatiuu of a diplomatic representa- 
I of tlie United States and without au- 
rity of congress, a government of a 
feeble, but friendly and confiding people, 
has btten overthrown.

for our national character, as well as the 
righta of the injun*d people, requires that 
we should endeavor to repair. The provi- 
sional government has not aasumed a re- 
t)ii hi lean or other constitutional form, but 
has remained a more executive council or 
aiigarchy, set up without the assent of the 
p<>ople. It has not sought to find a per- 
manent b.'isis of popular stipp<)rt atid nas 
given no evirleiice of an intention t-odo so. 
Iiidei-d, the representat i ves of that gii\ern 
ment as.sert that the people of Hawaii are 

Unfit Fer Popalor GoTernaMnt 
and frankly avow that they can best be 
ruled by arbitrary or despotic power. 

The lav.- of nations Is founded upon 
reasons and justice, and the rules of con- 
duct governing individual relations tie- 
tween citizens or subjeoto of a eiviliaed 
state are eqmdly applicable aa between en- 
lightened nations. 

The considerations that International 
law is without a court for ita enforcement, 
and that obedience to it** commands prae 
tically depends upon. good faith inst«;,id of 
uiKin the mandate of a superior tribunal, 
only gives additional sanction to the law 
itself and brands any deliberau infraction 
of it not merely aa a wrong, but aa a dis- 
grace. 

On that ground it can not allow itself 
to reft! se to redress an injury infliete<l, 
though an abuse of power by oilicers 
clothed with its authority and wearing its 
uniform; and on the aame gn^iind. if a 
feeble but friendly State ia in danger of 
being robbed of its Independence and ite 
soverengity by a tnisuse of the name of 
the |)Ower of the United State's, the United 
,st.ites c;iTi not fail lo vindicate its honor 
and its sense of jii«t ii e by an earnest ef- 
fort to make all oossihl,- reparation. 

These nrincipies apply to the present 
case with irresistible force when we spe- 
cial conditions of the queen's surrender of 
her sovereignty are recalled. She surren- 
dered, not to tne provisional government, 
but to the United .Stales. .She surrendered, 
not absolutely and permanently, iiut t^-m- 
purarily and conditionally, until such 
time as the facts could M eoneldered l^f 
the United States. 

Furthermore the provisional government 
acquiesced in her surrender in that manner 
and on those terms not only by tacit con- 
sent, but t hrnuudi the positiv !• a, ts of some 
members of the govi nimeiit who urged her 
jieaceable submission, not merely to nvniil 
tdoodshcd, but because she could place 
imjilicit reliance upon tlic ju-iticeot the 
Uniteii States, and that the whole subject 
would lie finally considered at WaMhin,j;ton. 

I have not, however, overlooke<l an in- 
cident of this imfortunate alVair w hii-h re 
mains to be mentioned. 

The members of the provisional gov- 
ernment and their supporters, thoiig hnot 
entitled to extreme sympathy, have been 
led to their present predicament of revolt 
against the government of the queen by 
the indefensible encouragement and as- 
si-tanceof otir diplomatic representatives. 

This fact may entitle them to claim that 
in every ell. irt to rect if V the w rong of the 
commiitee some regard should be had for 
their safety. This Heiitimeiit is strmigly 
wcondcd 1)V my auxii'ty to do uutlilug 
which would invite eit her 

Marsh Ut'lHllatUin 
oil tiie part ol t he (jiieeii or viidence and 
bluo<lshe<l in any quarter. In the ladief 
that the queen, as well as her enemiee, 
would be willing to adopt such a course as 
would meet these conditions, and in view 
of the fact that both the nueeu and the 
provisional government had at one time 
aiipareiit ly acquiesced in a relereiiee of tne 
entire case to the Uiiitid .states govciii- 
meiit. and considering the further fact that 
in any event the present government, by 
ite own declarated Umitonon was only 
"to exist until terms of union with the 
I'nited States of America have^been nego- 
tiated and agreed upon." V 

I hoped tb.it after the assurance to the 
members of that government that such 
union could not be consummated I mi^ht 
compaas a peaceful adjustment of the di.d- 
culty. Actuated by these desires and pur- 
poses, and not unmindful of the inherent 
perplexittss of the situation nor of the lim- 
itations upon my power, I Instruoted Min- 
ister Wiuis to sdvise the queen and 
her supjiorters of my desire to aid 
in the restoration of tlie status ex- 
isting before the lawless landing of the 
United States forces at Honolulu on 
Jan. lii last, if such restoration could be 
effected upon terms providing for clemency 
as well OS Justice to all parties oonccrneo. 
The conditions siurgcsted , as the Instruo- 
tions show, contemplate a general amnesty 
to those concerned in setting up the pro- 
visidu.ii ^^overnment and a i-eci.L'uition of 
.'ill its buna tide acts and <ilili::;il ions In 
short, they require thai tlie pa-t sIkiuIiI !«• 
buried and that the restored goverunieiit 
should resume Ite authority as if ite con- 
tinuity had not been interrupted. 

These conditions have not proved aeeept- 
able to the r|iieeii, and thougll she has heeii 
informed that they will l)e insisted upon, 
and that, unless /icceded to, the etVoii s of 
the pix'sident to aid in the restoration of 
her government will cease, I have not thus 
far learned thai she is willing; to yield 
them her acquiescence. 

The check whioh my plans have thus en- 
countered has presented their pr<'«entntioa 
to t he members of I he provisional govern- 
ment , whi le iiiifort iinale public inisrepre- 
seiitai ii iii^ of t he situation and exaggera; i.'d 
stateiiieiiis of our iieople have obviously 
injtmKl the prospeota of aneociaful execu- 
tive mediation.

On* of the moat important ralinfps ever 

madie on the saloon qiieetion is the re- 
cent decieion of the Iiidiana Supreme 
Court in the case of Hn. iCttjT Haoaid 
•gai^t John Stehlin. 

Mrs. HagKard Uvea on one of the quiet 
feddence streeta of Indianapolis. A few 
yean ago Stehlin bought the adjoining 
lot, erected a boainees honae on it and 
eventually opened a aaloon. Mrs. Hag- 
gard and lier neighbors entered a atrong 
proteat, but the anthori^aagndat^dSteh* 
lin the necessary licenae. 

Mrs. I:^aggard then determine^ to aeek 
dai^iageii for injury which her property 
had inatained from the saloon-keeper's 
bntinoaa, and ahe filed suit against him 
in the GHraait Court It waa eoBtanded 
there that the saloon business was a 
nuisance, that it injured property in the 
immediate vicinity of the place where 
the intoxicants ara sold, and, when prop- 
erty was thus injured, some compensa- 
tion was due the party iHlO nflbred by 
thebnaineaa. Teatimonywas introdoced 
showing the effecta at the bnaineaa npon 
the property of tife plaintiff. 

Stehlin atooii a^gwAy upon hia rigbte 
under the la#. He tiontohded ttat hia 
business was licensed regularly under an 
act of the Legialature, that hewaa amen- 
iilUia to the law tf he IdieS to kiwp an or- 
derly place, and, though damage mij^ht 
reault to contiguous property, it was an 
InddoBt to tbo bnaineaa Uiat waa una- 
voidable, and one for which the saloon- 
keeper was not liable. license was 
produced as authority for conducting the 
business, and it waa contended that it 
waa folly to appeal to the law for redreaa 
when the law itself licensed the boai- 
neaa. Thia view waa held by the lower 
boart, and the ease went to the Supreme 
Ooarton appeal. 

In that body the arguments were ad- 
duced aa in the lower body, and, after 
oral argument, a decision waa handed 
down affirming tUe decision and practi- 
cally adopting the opinion held there, 
that is, that the new law gave saloons au- 
thority to do business, and if injury re- 
■olted to a^^aeent property it was aooh 
an injury as did nofclay tfaa aaloonkoeper 
liable in damages. 

But Mrs. Haggard w as not to be thaa 
diapoaed of. She filed a petition for re- 
hearing, and briefs on either side were 
filed and reasons cd luced to show where- 
in the ooart had or had not erred. The 
jj^tition was granted and the caae was 
reinstated on tiie docket. It was then 
•qpied a aecond time before the court of 
Sat reaort, and the deciaion that was 
handed down on Thursday reversed that 
of the lower court, and also that of the 
hiffher court eight montha before. 

All the pointM in the decision are well 
defined and unmistakable, and aunounire 
k doctrine tlut is entirely new in the 
State. The court holds substantially that, 
whik thi' law'liceruet taloom, the law can not 
ntabluh and maintain that which u admitted 
to he hurtful to the proptrty of a eititen unieu 
If can bethownthatthegenenUpiMieUbmt- 
JUed, and Uieii the injury u lost sight of in that 
greater ijfood. ^ the taloon cauia property 
jo dfpreekif in'mhte it it m vUMn 
^ law and can he abated. Xot imly Ihot, 
UU the perton who operale$ the taUxni it liable 
in doMogei to (K< <i^iir«l jmtI^, an^ the 
teaaaure of damages is the maaaure of in- 
mw fo the property. 

fiio Ueeiiiae law/iayi the ooart, is con- 
stitutional, but it waa not the intention 
of tlie Legislature to put the sale of in- 
tosloanta above the righta of the citizen 
and compel him to with a nuisance 
and to suffer loss in ofdeilor tbe aaloon 
to exist. In commenting upon the caae 
the court farther deolarea toat t^e baai- 
ness of the aaloon is immoral, and it ia 
for this very reason that it is licensed, 
that the law may afibrd the citizens pro- 
tection against the greater evils that 
would result ii - 'inrestrainadsala.
